COMPLAINTS have 
been made about the 
“disgraceful” state of 
Lyme Regis just days 
before the peak sum¬ 
mer season begins. 

The town council last 
week heard complaints of 
smelly bins, rubbish 
strewn by seagulls, weeds 
growing through pave¬ 
ments, messy and over¬ 
bearing signage, and unsightly building works. 

In the public forum, former town councillor Ken 
Gollop spoke about the bin storage areas in Broad

Street car park, behind Arthur Fordham & Co, and on 
Marine Parade. 

“You hear people moaning about them all the time. 
I don’t know what you’re going to do about them but 
they stink to high heaven,” he said. 

He added that a lid was needed on the seafront stor¬ 
age as seagulls had been attacking the bins, but district 
councillor George Symonds confirmed that a lid was 
actually being constructed that week. 

Mr Gollop also said that the town was “slowly being 
taken over” by weeds growing along the seafront and 
on various other roads. 

“Some of the estate 
roads and side roads, the 
weeds there are two 
years old, they’ve never 
seen a road sweeper or a 
weed killer,” he com¬ 
mented. 

Mr Gollop called for 
the town, district and 
county councils to work 
together to resolve these 
issues, adding: “This 
town is getting disgrace¬ 
ful. We’re going to need 
every bit of good adver¬ 
tising we can get in the 
coming season; it didn’t 
get off to a very good 
start and we’re going to 
need it, we need Lyme in 
pristine condition.” 

Councillor Stan 

Williams then raised a 
number of concerns over 
the state of the town, 
saying the district coun¬ 
cil cleaners were doing a 
great job but areas which

DAVID Tett moved to Bridport with his 
wife and eldest daughter Vanessa in 1970 
before their youngest daughter Joanna 
was born. 

Mr Tett spent 50 years in the law qualify¬ 
ing as a member of the Institute of Legal 
Executives, an association which repre¬ 
sents more than 20,000 trainee and prac¬ 
tising chartered legal executives. 

He was secretary of Bridport Cricket Club 
for many years and served on Bridport 
Town Council for 20 years, being elected 
as mayor in 1998 and 2001. 

Mr Tett was also an Independent mem¬ 
ber of West Dorset District Council for 12 
years, acting as vice chairman of the now 
defunct standards committee. He also 
held appointments to various outside 
bodies on behalf of the councils. 

He was elected to the council of gover¬ 
nors of Dorset County Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust in 2015 and has been 
involved in social and community work for 
the greater part of his life, starting in his 
teens. 

David Tett has also written a book called 
The Path I Trod', donating the entire gross 
proceeds of sale to CLIC Sargent, the char¬ 
ity for cancer and lukemia in childhood, 
after his father died from the disease. 


• THROUGH your role as governor of Dorset 
County Hospital, what are the biggest issues 
facing the NHS and our local hospital? 

The NHS is, as we all know, in difficult times and, 
like all other hospital trusts, Dorchester is no ex¬ 
ception, and there are challenging times ahead. 

Funding is entirely inadequate with Dorset 
County Hospital ending the financial year 
(2015-2016) with a deficit of £5.5million. With 
an increasing demand and limited budget to 
contend with, it is obvious we will need to look 
at the way services are delivered. 

However, my concern and the board of direc¬ 
tors is not to compromise on the quality of serv¬ 
ices Dorset County Hospital provide. 

• WHAT was a highlight for you while serv¬ 
ing as Mayor of Bridport?

I was very privileged, proud and honoured to 
be elected Mayor of Bridport at a time when 
there was an equal divide in the council cham¬ 
ber of Conservative, Labour and Liberal Demo¬ 
crat members, and on a unanimous vote. 

I was also delighted to represent West Dorset 
District Council at a Buckingham Palace Garden 
Party in July 2005. It was a beautiful sunny day 
but, following the London bombings a week 
before, security was very tight and the armed 
forces on high alert. Something I would not 
want to witness again! 

• TELL us a bit more about your book'The 
Path I Trod'... 

I wanted to write a book for a number of rea¬ 
sons, not least to record for my family, and all 
others likely to be interested, my journey 
through life hence "The Path I Trod". 

Secondly, I wanted the book to work and earn 
money to be applied to charity and for those 
persons less fortunate than oneself. My father 
died of Leukaemia and a friend of my wife and 
I lost a grandson with cancer. The choice of 
charity soon became evident - CLIC Sargent 
(Cancer and Leukaemia in Childhood). 

# WHAT do you most like about living in 
West Dorset? 

West Dorset with the rolling hills and coastal 
views and scenery is a lovely place to live and 
work. Jennifer and I with our eldest daughter 
Vanessa came back to Bridport in 1970, proba¬ 
bly a little earlier than expected but, at the time, 
personal circumstances prevailed!

WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has announced that 
he will not be standing for re-election. 

The announcement that he would retire in 2020 to 
spend more time with his family came just days after 
Mr Letwin lost his role in the Cabinet as Prime Min¬ 
ister Theresa May unveiled her new government. 

Mr Letwin has been MP for West Dorset since 1997 
and was made Minister for Government Policy in 
2010 in David Cameron’s coalition government until 
2015. He served as Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan¬ 
caster from 2014 until last week. 

The MP was given overall responsibility for the 
Cabinet Office following the 2015 general election. 

Mr Letwin lost his role as Chancellor for the Duchy 
of Lancaster and leading the new Brexit unit, formed

of the town council were in a mess. 

“The gardens, from the gardener’s point of view, are 
perfect, but the rubbish situation is dire as the bins are 
either missing or have no proper lids allowing the 
seagulls to have a field day,” he commented. 

Councillor Williams also complained about the state 
of building work being carried out to a property on 
Broad Street for which Langmoor Gardens was being 
used for access, and the area outside the harbourmas¬ 
ter’s shed on Monmouth Beach. 

He also said that it had been agreed to replace the 
worn out carpets of the mini golf course in time for 
the start of the season but this had not been done 
which “lowered the tone of the area”. 

“The town is in a terrible state. It’s sad to see some 
of the things we have failed to do,” he concluded. 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl Turner 
said he walked along the seafront at 6.30am every day 
and it “was not a disgrace”. 

He added: “The guys do a wonderful job in cleaning 
that area up. I don’t agree with that statement at all.” 

Addressing Councillor Williams, he continued: “As 
chairman of Town Management, I suggest you put it 
on your own agenda.” 

Councillor Williams clarified that he was not com¬ 
plaining about the district council staff, who he said 


earlier this month, when he was sacked from his Cab¬ 
inet post last week. 

He joined Michael Gove, Nicky Morgan and John 
Whittingdale, who also lost their positions, while 
Boris Johnson was appointed Foreign Secretary. East 
Devon MP Hugo Swire also lost his position as Min¬ 
ister for Foreign and Commonwealth Affairs. 

Mr Letwin said: “It has been an enormous privilege 
to serve in David Cameron's two governments. 

“Theresa May is now forming the new team she 
needs to have around her to take on the challenges the 
nation faces - and she and they will have my complete 
support as the new government takes on those chal¬ 
lenges.”

Councillor Brian Larcombe said that signage was 
also a problem and called for Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s help in addressing the issue. 

“Lyme is being buried in signage and somewhere 
under that signage is the town that visitors come here 
to see,” he said. 

Councillor Turner said that the county council had 
been following this up and had asked businesses to 
adhere to the rule of displaying just one A-board out¬ 
side their premises. If this was not adhered to, he said 
the only response would be for the county council to 
remove the board itself. 

Councillor Derek Hallett also complained about the 
amount of signage on the railings around Cobb Gate, 
showing a photograph to make his point. 

“The whole idea is for people passing through the 
town to be able to see the sea and see what a lovely 
place it is. You can’t see the sea anymore,” he said.

These include, Monday, July 
25th, Wednesday, July 27th, Friday, July 29th, Sat¬ 
urday, July 30th and Sunday, July 31st. Strikes will 
not affect Red Arrows Day in Lyme Regis tomorrow 
(Thursday).

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Council hopes new signs will 
help tackle seagull problems

LYME Regis Town 
Council unveiled new 
signs warning visitors not 
to feed seagulls this 
week, as part of their ac¬ 
tion plan to tackle prob¬ 
lems caused by the birds, 
which it has made one of 
its priorities for the year. 

A statement from the 
town council said: “Seag¬ 
ulls are a common fea¬ 
ture of the seaside, but 
the council recognises 
the increasing problems 
of snatching food, scav¬ 
enging, noise and rubbish 
have become a major 
concern in Lyme Regis. 

“The council has listened to these concerns and has 
committed funding over four years to find a solution. 

We have developed an action plan aimed at reducing 
the nuisance caused by herring gulls, and invite local 
businesses to give their support to the campaign. 

“The council believes prevention is better than cure 
and, as such, the plan is focused around educating the 
public. The campaign urges people not to feed the 
seagulls and to properly dispose of litter and food 
waste. 

“But we can’t do this alone. The campaign relies on 
the support of local businesses, particularly food out¬ 
lets, to help spread the message and to encourage cus¬ 
tomers to act responsibly. 

“You may have already seen the large signs attached 
to railings along the seafront. These will be accompa¬ 
nied by A4 posters to display in business windows, 
A5 flyers to be included in welcome packs at local ac¬ 
commodation, and stickers to be attached to takeaway 
food containers. All our publicity will carry one key 
message: ‘Please don’t feed me’. 

Councillor Richard Doney, the member responsible 
for spearheading this initiative, said: “So far, 40 local 
businesses have signed-up to this campaign and we’re 
hoping it’s going to deter the public from feeding 
seagulls as well as encouraging everyone to dispose 
of their waste food sensibly.” 

Councillor Doney, who took up this project after an 
appeal at a council meeting by Timber Hill resident 
Philip Peed to do something about the seagull prob¬ 
lem, added: “This project has been made possible 
though the support of East Devon District Council 
which has supplied the art work for the campaign 
posters. They deserve a big thank you.” 


Councillor Jeff Scowen praised Councillor Doney’s 
efforts at last week’s full council meeting and said he 
was impressed by the new metal signs. However, he 
said he did not think the wording on the stickers was 
strong enough and it should warn visitors that the 
birds can “become aggressives”. 

Seagulls has also been a hot topic on social media 
over the past couple of weeks, with many complain¬ 
ing about the mess caused by seagulls attacking rub¬ 
bish bags, or of being attacked themselves when 
eating on the seafront. 

Permission not given 
for Broad Street closure 

TOWN, district and county councillor Daryl Turner 
has confirmed that permission has not been 
granted for the closure of Broad Street in Septem¬ 
ber, despite Lyme Bay Dental Practice sending out 
letters informing residents that the road would be 
closed to allow for work to its premises. 

Letters were sent out saying the main road would 
be closed for three to four weeks from September 
12th for re-rending works to the dental practice, 
but Councillor Turner has said this is not the case. 

"Dorset County Council Highways has not autho¬ 
rised any works on this site and are still in discus¬ 
sion with the practice and builder. The practice has 
been asked to withdraw the letters," he said. 

"I have a site meeting on Wednesday, July 20th 
where we will be discussing options moving for¬ 
ward. I cannot foresee any works taking place in 
September."

FIVE thousand maps for the 
Lyme Regis ArtsFest Sculp¬ 
ture Trail were printed last 
week to help residents and 
visitors alike Sculpture Trail 
find their way around instal¬ 
lations which have been 
popping up across the town 
in recent weeks.

CONTINUING our series commemorat¬ 
ing the 100th anniversaries of all men 
from Lyme Regis and surrounding 
areas who died in the First World War, 
we remember Cecil Clifford Sanders , 
John Edward Nichols and Arthur Hugh 
Lister.

CECIL CLIFFORD SANDERS 
Private, l/6th Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment, 
Service No. 3355 

Born in Lyme Regis in 1894 and died 

on July 22nd 1916 in Somme, France 

CECIL Sanders worked at Lloyd’s Bank 
in Bristol and enlisted in the city. He ar¬ 
rived in France on March 31st 1915 and 
in April 1915 moved to Armentieres and 
then into trenches near Le Gheer. 

In June 1915 he moved to trenches op¬ 
posite Messines, then to Les Brebis, near 
Loos, before moving into trenches at 
Hebuterne in July 1915. 

In November 1915 the l/6th Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment, made their first 
raid on enemy trenches and went on to see 
action on the Somme during fighting at 
Albert and Bazentin in 1916. 

On July 21st 1916 an assault was made 
on enemy positions. Capt. G.E. Elliott and 
nine men were killed, 2nd Lieutenant A.R. 
Smith and H.E.H. Sutton, and 83 men 
were wounded and nine missing. Private 
Cecil Sanders and 2nd Lieutenant A.R. 
Smith died of their wounds on July 22nd 
1916. 

The son of Clifford and Louise Sanders 
of Malabar, Church Street, Lyme Regis, 
he is buried at Puchevillers British Ceme¬ 
tery, France, plot II.A.3 and commemo¬ 
rated on the Lyme Regis war memorials

in the parish church and in the town. 

There is also a plaque to his memory in 
the St Michael’s Parish Church and he is 
also commemorated on the war memorial 
of St Paul's Church, Clifton, Gloucester¬ 
shire. His name is also recorded in the 
Lloyd’s Bank Memorial Album 1914- 
1918. 

JOHN EDWARD NICHOLS 
Lance Corporal, 1st Battalion, 
Devonshire Regiment, 

Service No: 11345 

Born in 1896 in Misterton, Somerset, 

and died July 23rd 1916 in Somme, 
France 

JOHN Nichols lived in Compyne and was 
a shepherd at Lower Farm. He enlisted in 
Axminster and arrived in France on April 
2nd 1915. 

The 1st Battalion, Devonshire Regiment 
took part in the Battle for Hill 60 on May 
1st 1915 where the Germans used poison 
gas. In July 1916 they were held in reserve 
during the Somme Offensive but later that 
month the battalion was sent forward to 
trenches at near Longueval. 

On the July 23rd 1916 at 8pm, German 
artillery opened up on their position and 
at 10pm the 1st Battalion, Devonshire 
Regiment, attacked High Wood. During 
this action a shell burst killing four men 
and severely wounding Lance Corporal 
Nichols. He later died of his wounds at 
15th Field Hospital near to the front line. 

He is buried in Dantzig Alley British 
Cemetery, Marnetz, France, grave I. A. 5. 


ARTHUR HUGH LISTER, MD, CMG 
Lieutenant Colonel, Number 19 
General Hospital, Royal Army 
Medical Corps 

Born November 1st 1864 in Leyton- 
stone, London, and died July 17th 
1916 at sea 

Arthur Lister graduated from Cambridge 
in 1886. In 1897 he was appointed assis¬ 
tant physician at the Aberdeen Royal In¬ 
firmary. Before the war he held a 
commission in the Territorial Royal Army 
Medical Corps, and had been in command 
of the 2nd Highland Field Ambulance. 

Although in poor health, he volunteered 
for general service at the outbreak of war. 
He arrived in France on November 12th 
1914 but by early 1915 had been put in 
charge of 19 General Hospital in Alexan¬ 
dria, Egypt, where for his excellent work 
he was awarded with the honour of Com¬ 
panion of Order of St Michael and St 
George. 

He had suffered from pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis for a few years previous to the 
war, and although he received repeated 
warnings from his colleagues he took the 
risk and worked on with unflagging en¬ 
ergy, until he was forced to give in and 
died on his way home and was buried at 
sea. 

Son of Arthur and Suzanna Lister of 871 
High Road, Leytonstone, London, and 
husband of Sybil Lister of Old Rectory, 
Purley, Reading, the Lister family also 
used High Cliff House in Lyme Regis as 
their holiday home. 

He is commemorated on the Chatby Me¬ 
morial, Egypt, the Lyme Regis war me¬ 
morials in the parish church and in the 
town, the Aberdeen University roll of ho¬ 
nour, the Royal Aberdeen Golf Club war 
memorial and the Leytonstone war me¬ 
morial.

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5 TIPS FOR PAINTING WALLS

1. A wall colour you don't like is hard to live 
with and as there are so many different 
colours and finishes to choose from, it's impor¬ 
tant to try a new paint first. It is a good idea to 
apply a little of a new colour to each wall, so 
you get the full effect and can see how it looks 
at different times of the day. Printed colour 
charts aren't accurate, so don't rely on them, 
and the same is true of paint colours viewed 
online - always try the paint in the room it'll be 
used in. 

2. Once you've found an emulsion you like, 
you'll need to workout how much to buy.The 
paint tin will have information on coverage, 
and you can use an online paint calculator to 
work out how much paint is needed per room. 
These calculators take into account things like 
the size of the walls, windows and doors, but 
not the type of emulsion you're using or the 
state of the walls themselves. 

3. As soon as you start applying an emulsion, 
you'll be able to see how well it covers and get 
an idea of how many coats you'll have to do. 
The quality of the emulsion will affect the 
number of coats, as will the state of the walls. 
More paint will be needed to cover textured 


wallpaper and lumpy and bumpy walls than 
smooth ones (new plaster should be sealed 
first to make it less absorbent). Some emul¬ 
sions cover better than others and in my ex¬ 
perience, budget ones rarely cover well. It's 
worth paying more for a good quality paint 
that provides excellent coverage than scrimp¬ 
ing and paying for it later. 

4. The colour you use can also affect how 
much emulsion you need. Pale colours may 
not cover as well as dark ones, and if you're 
painting new plaster with pale emulsion, there 
may be patches you can't cover easily - use a 
stain-block paint or a basecoat emulsion on 
these. Basecoat emulsions, which are white 
and cover better than most standard emul¬ 
sions, are useful if the emulsion you're using 
isn't covering well. If you're painting over dark 
walls with a pale colour, for example, you'll 
save time, effort and paint by applying a 
basecoat first. 

5. It's obviously better to have too much 
emulsion than not enough, as long as you can 
return it - most DIY stores will refund unused 
tins, although usually not from paint-mixing 
machines (unless faulty). Sometimes, the same 


colour can change slightly between batches of 
paint, especially with paints that use natural 
pigments, so not buying enough in the first 
place can be disastrous.

DORCHESTER suffered a disappointing de¬ 
feat at title rivals Poole Town.
